The contract drawn is as rigorous as pos- 
sible. It stipulates that no one shall enter 
the building without a ticket. Mr. Hutchin- 
son himself and the trustees have to con- 
form to this regulation. In order that 
members who happen to forget 
their tickets or have not time to 
procure them when going to the institute, 
shall not be deterred from going in as often 
as they please, tickets are provided at the 
office of the Secretary, Mr. Carpenter, where 
members can get them for the asking. As 
the rule applies with the same rigor to every- 
body. whether official, benefactor, or mem- 
ber, no one can complain. But failure fully 
to understand the exceptional nature of 
the contract led to several instances of not 
surprising annoyance. 


Local Notes. 

At Thurber’s there is a collection of water 
colors, Italian, French, English, and Ameri- 
can. John Varley, who presents chiefly 
studies made in Switzerland, is a painstaking 
and conscientious man and there 1s much 
solidity and good finish in his work. When 
his theme is a moderate one he spcceeds ex- 
cellently. But he has not caught the majesty 
of the Alps, their adamantine strength, and 
the marvelous atmosphere in which they are 
seen. His method is better suited, one would 
think, to less exhaustive’ performances. 
There are several dainty conceits by Percy 
Moran and a number of excellent works by 
Diogéne Maillart. One of the best composi- 
tions is a lady dropping a flower from a win- 
dow. It is by E. Gridaz, and is an elegant

Tux savagery of the South does not appear 
to be confined to any one section. The pub- 
lic is familiar with the tragedies of Conway 
County, Arkansas, of New Iberia and La- 
fayette Parishes, Louisiana, of Kemper 
County, Mississippi, and around Birming- 
ham, Ala. Now comes Georgia, the centre 
of Maj. Grady’s New South, with its story 
of horror, cruelty, and injustice. It will 
be remembered that some weeks ago a 
mob of thugs in Wilkes County seized upon 
two negroes named Smith and Coleman, 
bound them together, and threw them from 
a bluffinto Broad River.

The woman Coleman, to save 
her life from the murderous crowd, has been 
taken to Augusta by the Marshal of Wash- 
ington, the county seat. This will be the end 
of this cruel, horrible outrage. No one will 
be punished. It is the old, old story. But 
how long shall these victims cry out from

AMENDING THE STATE CONSTITUTION. 

Referrmg to the demand of a few men for 
a new constitution for this State for the 
alleged reason chat the present one is too 
restrictive” a Chicago contemporary ab- 
surdly says: 

The Illinois Constitution of 1870 appears to 
have been framed on the or that the 4 we 


ple are not to be trusted 
own form of government. 


Constitutions are not in any proper sense 
limitations of the power of the people, but 
they prescribe metes and bounds to prevent 
abuse of authority by unfaithful public serv- 
ants. Constitutional safeguards are erected 
against the predatory taxeating and debt-cre- 
ating classes who foist themselves into place 
and when unchecked seek to betray, hood- 
wink, and plunder the people. And when try- 
ing to tinker with and dislocate constitutional 
provisions which bind them fast the exploit- 
ers ot public treasuries are quick to cry out 
that the power of the people is unjustly re- 
stricted and the bars should be let down for 
the beuefit of the public, while the real 
meaning is that by keeping the Constitution 
open to ceaseless agitation and change in- 
sidious amendments may be slipped in and 
its just restrictions weakened, corrupted, or 
mad inoperative. Fortunately, the conserv- 
ative good sense of the people can be relied 
on to defeat these schemes. Almost inva- 
riably the people look on proposed alterations 
of the Constitution with suspicion and de- 
mand convincing and even urgent reasons 
before they will consent to a change, In 
several of the States recently new constitu- 
tions laboriously devised, which seemed to 
‘be in the nature of improvements, were re- 
jected by the péople, who could not be per- 
suaded there was sufficient reason fora rad- 
ical change of the fundamental law. 

Without some. limitation on the power of 
the people there couid be no orderly govern- 
ment. The first step a self-governing com- 
munity must do is to put metes and bounds 
to ite own authority and preseribe a definite 
rule for its exerciee. If the entire funda- 
mental law could de changed at any time 
without any precautions to insure considera- 
tion and sober second thought the Govern- 
ment would be exposed to every passing whim, 
caprice, popular agitation, or excitement, 
and instead of having stability the State 
would be blown about by every wind. To 
guard against such evils all Constitutions 
prescribe that amendments must be made in a 
particular manner calculated to secure delib- 
eration and care and avoid hasty, confused, 
ill-considered action. Accordingly the Con- 
stitution of Lilinois provides that amendments 
may not be proposed to more than one article 
of the Constitution at the samesession of the 
Legislature. The amendment proposed must 
then be held over until the next general elec- 
tion and be published in full for three months 
‘before being submitted toa vote of the people. 
In this way proposed changes are not con- 
fused, nor can some be overlooked in the dis- 
cussion of others. A straight, clear-cut issue 
is presented and the people pass judgment 
on one thing at atime. The provision is lib- 
eral—it permits the change of an entire ar- 
ticle by one amendment—and requires only 
that each proposed change shali stand by 
itself and be considered on its own merits. 
Vicious amendments cannot be loaded on one 
that is imperatively needed and be carried 
through in that manner. The omnibus meth- 
od is cut off and “riders” inhibited. Such a 
provision, instead of being too restrictive ” 
on the power of the people, insures a distinct, 
clear-cut issue and enables the voters to act 
understandingly. 

‘Let the men who are demanding a new 
constitution in order to secure two or three 
changes agree to submit their proposed 
amendments singly and on their own merits. 
If the people approve it any amendment can 
be adopted in eighteen months—sooner than 


on taxation is thought let an 
amendment to that section be submitted by 
itself and on its on tooting. The people 
can then determine whether the wealth and 
credit acquired under the present rest rict- 
ive“ provisions shall be exposed to the un- 
checked greed of the taxeaters and mu mo- 
ipal debt manipulators. So if a change in 
the court system is asked let the proposition 
be submitted by itself. Or if it is sought 
to change the amendment article itself so 
that any number of changes may be lumped 
together and voted on at one time hereafter, 
let that proposition be presented to the peo- 
ple as a distinct issue. 

The men who are clamoring for a conven- 
tion and a new constitution would not risk 
the submission of any one of their proposed 
chauges to the people as an ind pendent 
proposition. They know that with a clear 
issue on any oneof these amendments the 
people would vote to keep the Constitution 
asitsvands. The peopie are not willing to 
give the Legislature an unlimited coimmis- 
sion to manufacture and peddle out special 
legislation, push up the rate of taxation, and 
put blanket mortgages on counties and mu- 
nicipalities. Submitted by itself any one of 
these propositions would be defeated, but it 
is thought if the entire Constitution is over- 
hauied the “too restrictive’ provisions may 
pe eliminated quietly and the loss will not 
be noticed when the people are asked to con- 
sider the multiplied articies and sections of a 
now constitution and vote on them as an en- 
tirety. The truth 18 all the other way—a 
new c> \stitution at the present time would 
be ceri in of rejection, and the great expense 
of hold ng a constitutional convention would 
go for nothing. 


FOUR NEW STATES IN SIGHT. 
The action of the House, in adopting the 
resolution instructing the conferrees on the 
Territorial bill so to amend the bili as to pro- 
vide for the admission of South Dakota ua-

xt census. Under the provisions of 
this resolution South Dakota will be able to: 
comein during the present session, as she 

already has adopted her Constitution, elected 

State officers, and fullfilled all the conditions 

of Statehood, to which she was long ago enti- 

tled. The other three will have to settle the 

necessary preliminaries, but it may well be 

believed they will lose no time in doing 80 

and will be in the Union and sit at the 
National table with their older sisters witn- 
oui any unnecessary delay. 

Thus at last justice has been done to the 
Territories which were entitled to come in. 
There is an element of poetical justice in the 
result that Bill Springer should have been 
knocked out in the house of his friends. He 
has been defeated at évery point of his long, 
miserable partisan opposition by the deter- 
mined antagonism not only of the Republic- 
ans but also of a section of his own party, 
led so ably by Mr. Cox. Not only has he lost 
New Mexico, but his entire omnibus scheme 
will have to be remodeled under explicit in- 
structions which he must take into confer- 
ence with him. 

By the adoption of thig resolution four 
larze, enterprising, prosperous, and rapidly 
growing Territories, with splenaid resources 
and an energetic and intelligent population, 
will be added to the Union. The addition of 
Washington will complete the tier of Pacific 
States, and Montana and Dakota will com- 
plete the State line on our northern frontier 
up to the Canadian boundary. There will 
still remain Idaho, Wyoming, Utah, Ari- 
zona, and New Mexico waiting their turn. 
Of these Wyoming now seems destined to be 
the next in readiness. Idaho looks hopeless. 
Then why not give the Pan-Handle to Wash- 
ington and the remainder to Wyoming? 
Utah might be used to good advantage by 
helping Nevada out of her wretched plight, 
for there is no way of getting rid of that 
rotten borough of a State. States are inde- 
structible politically, however far they may 
decay materially. As to Arizona and New 
Mexico, neither of them will ever be able 
separately to maintain the population of a 
prosperous State. Clearly, then, they should 
come in togethér as one State under their 
boundaries that existed before they were 
divided. 


HOW TO GET GOOD JUSTICES, 

The majority of the Judges of this county 
have announced themselves in favor of the 
abolition of the system of Justices of the 
Peace in this city and the substitution there- 
for of district courts. They find evils im 
the present methods and they think they can 
be remedied only by a constitutional amend- 
ment. In this they are like most men who, 
when the Legislature does not do something 
which they think should be done, insist there 
must be a constitutional amendment or a con- 
stitutional convention. They are wanting 
perpetually to appeal to the people about 
something which the representatives of the 
people are fully able to attend to. 

There are few provisions of the present 
organic law which are as elastic as those 
about Chicago Justices. Itis provided they 
shall be appointed by the Governor on the 
recommendation of the Judges and their 
term shalibe for four years. Everything 
else is in the hands of the General Assembiy. 
It can fix their number, their districts, and 
their pay. Itcan give them salariesor it 
can give them fees. It cam make many of 
them orit can make few. What are the 
people to be consulted about when the Con- 
stitution is so broad? 

Some of the Judges do not seem to favor 
the present mode of selection. They would 
have the Justices called District Jadges and 
elected by the people. It is rare that one 
sees either such confidence in the wisdom of 
the people or such bitter self-condemnation 
as this. Would the Judges chosen by a 
packed convention, packed ward primaries, 
and packed cauctises be better than those 
we now have, who are chosen dy the caucus 
of the Judges of this county? If ‘this be so, 
and if the Judges admit they are unfit to 
choose Justices, then perhaps they may ad- 
mit they are equally unfit to discharge the 
other duties of their office and will step 
down and out. If once in four years, sitting 
in secret session, undisturbed by public 
clamor, they cannot select decent Justices 
out of the wide field from which they can 
choose what are. they fit for? 

But are the Justices whem they have se- 
lected from time to time so bad? Apparently 
not; for, while the law permits the Judges to 
remove them in ease they misbehave them- 
selves, it id not recorded that they have 
ousted one. Have the Judges known of any 
instances of malfeasance in office which they 
have suppressed?’ If so, they are indeed 
derelict. If they xnow of none why do they 
find fault with the Justices? 

And yet, admittediy, the present system 
has its grave defects. But, assuming that 
the Judges are able to select decent men, 
these defects are all traceabie to one ‘sain 
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are generally chattel mortgage sharks. To | 


keep their trade he must strain a point when 
necessary to tavor them. Little by little the 
Justice becomes the tool of the shark, and 
consequently an oppressor of the poor, a 
grinder of the face of widows and orphans. 
This can be stopped without pestering the 


people with a constitutional amendment. 


Let the Legislature provide that the Justices 
of the Peace of Chicago shall get so much a 
year—$4,000 if necessary—and turn over their 
fees to city or county, whichever it may be 
that is made their paymaster. When that is 
once done and the Justices are freed from 
the degrading and humiliating need of hunt- 
ing up business they will begin to deai fairly 
with all and to look on a poor man as a man 
aud. a brother, and not a person against 
whom they must decide because it is to the 


interest of their patron that they should do 


80. 

Then the Judges of the courts can nominate 
to the Governor good men with some confi- 
dence that they will stay good. If they fall 
from grace it is the duty of the Judges to re- 
move them. Ifaman is derelict and they 
fail to bounce him, and even go so far as to 
renominate him for a new term, then the 
Governor will not send in his name, or if he 
does the Senate will reject him. But first 
and foremost let us do away with that 
fountain head of evils—the fee system. That 
the Legisiature can do, and since it has the 
power, why do the Judges, like a pack of 
boys, raise acry about the necessity of a 
constitutional amendment? Were they more 
familiar with our fundgmental law they 
would not be so quick to suggest changing it.

THAWING OUT ANARCHISTIC SNAKES. 

The Anarchists are warming up to their 
work. The protection of the court has been 
given them. The guarantees of the Consti- 
tution have been thrown around them, and it 
will not be long, perhaps, before there is 
another bomb-throwing and its inevitable 
sequel—another hanging. Those who read 
the city papers must notice how much bolder 
the Anarchists are becoming and how much 
less mealy-mouthed they are than of old. It 
is true the leaders, with the Merritt Con- 
spiracy law before their eyes, do not dare to 
talk as bluntly as Spies and Parsons were in 
the habit of doing, for they are afraid of be- 
mg hauled up under its provisions, but 
they use language which will fire 
the crazy brain of some one of 
their hearers sooner or later, and move him 
to the perpetrauon of some deed of violence. 
Thus the speakers—some of them belonging 
to those lambs of Judge Tuley, the Arbeiter 
Bund—lay down the sweet principle that the 
killing of a ** capitalist — that is, a man who 
Owns some property—is not a crime. One of 
the speakers at a meeting night before last 
denounced a proposed Kansas law permitting 
men to kill horse-thieves on sight. Then the 
question was asked: “If it was wrong to 
„murder ahorse-thief was it not equally 
“wrong to kill a capitalist?’ The au- 
swer was: The murder of a capfrialistis a 
“different thing altogether. The capitalists 
are attacking and murdering the poor right 
“along; they rob them not only of their 
“lives, but of the means of living. The mur- 
„der of the capitalist in the coming revolu- 
“tion will only be in self-defense, and will 
„be perfectly justifiable and right.” 

This doctrine must interest those Judges 
who have insisted that Anarchists should 
hold meetings when and where they pleased. 
What do they think of the assertiog that a 
horse-thief is a better man than a capitalist? 
How long will it be before some crazy fool, 
having listened to much of this sort of talk, 
takes a pistol and goes forth and murders a 
capitalist? Then what shall we do with the 
individuals whose teachings he so faithfully 
followed? Shall we arrest them and try 
them as accessories, or shall we permit them 
to go on delivering what they are pleased to 
call lectures on political economy! Judge 
Gary would probably decide one way and 
Judge Tuley another. 


THE VINDICATION OF PARNELL 

It is not surprising that despite his feeble 
health Mr. Parnell should appear in court the 
moment his alleged treasonable letters were 
to be produced. He knows that with their 
production the case against him is ended. 
It is now an open secret that the forger was 
Richard Pigott, once a reputable but long 
since a diseredited Irish politician. He was 
the publisher of an obscure Dublin paper 
when the Land League leaders first talked of 
establishing anorgan. He offerd his paper to 
them at an exorbitant price. The offer was 
declined. The establishment of United Ireland 
by Parnell, Egan, and O'Brien ruined his sur- 
viving chance to build up his private fortune 
on the foundations of what proved to be a 
formidable popular movement. He took his 
revenge doubly. By cleverly copying 


phrases and signatures of Parnell and em- 


bodying with the forgeries sentiments ab- 
horrent to Parnell’s avowed opinions he 
precipitated upon him and Egan a war of 
unprecedentea malignity covering nearly 
four years of incessant attacks. By seiling 
his concoctions to the London Times for, it is 
understood, a sum large enough to keep him 
in comfort the rest of his life he has more 
than recouped himself for the financial loss 
he incurred in the successful founding of a 
rival newspaper. 

The story in the cablegrams yesterday con- 
necting Labouchére with alleged bribery of 
Pigott ought not to be hastily accepted. Of 
course Labouchére did nothing of the kind. 
It will doubtiess come out in due time that 
Labouchére was a witness to Pigott’s con- 
fession. The Tories have evidently permit 
ted the prosecutors of Parnell to violate tne 
sanctsty of the-mails—an offense for which 
they will certatmly be arraigned—and by this 
desperate expedient Pigott’s admissions 
were discovered. A second effort was then 
made by the prosecution to turn the confes- 
sion against the defense. This will fail. 
Parnell’s solicitors are not men to be caught 
in so shallow atrap. The prosecution, with 
transparent knowledge of the truth about the 
forgeries and the certainty that the whole 
story would be brought out, kept the letters 
back to the last moment. They easily in- 
duced the pliabie Justices to let them mean 
while open flood: gates of slander upon Par- 
nell ana his codperators on both sides of the 
water.

It was to make 
this principle possible that the Tories as- 
tutely created a special commission, un- 
bound by established laws of evidence. 
No reguiariy constituted court of law would 
have permitted the torrent of hearsay, of un- 
supported sensation, and notoriously untrue 
calumnies that have been heard in the com- 
mission chamber the last week. The pictur- 
esque fabricator Le Caron, not one of whose

| ever before in politics. The reaction 
against the corrupt methods employed against 
him must be to his material gain. The vic- 
tories of the democracy ir the local govern- 
ment scheme throughout England indicate 
that a general election would return the Lib- 
erals on a home-rule platform. The sooner 
the general election can be forced the better 
for the three countries. The experiment of 
self-government would then be judiciously 
and generally set in operation; and the trial 
of Parnell, by the strange irony in which 
history loves to deal, will probabiy prove the 
entering wedge that will ruin Tory despotism 
in the United Kingdom and give home rule 
to each of its great constituents. 


JUDGE ALTGELD ON a LAWYER MADE 


LAW. 

Judge Altgeld in his letter to Sherwood 
Dixon urging the adoption of the bill pend- 
ing in tho Legislature which provides that 
Judges of trial courts may give an oral 
charge to the jury under certain conditions 
makes about as severe an arraignment of the 
administration of justice in this State as 
could well be framed without charging cor- 
ruption.. He speaks in detail of the delays, 
quibbles, quirks, and quidditios which are 
used by lawyers and courts to keep suits 
running and undecided as long as the parties 
have money to expend in fees and retainers. 
Alluding to the years of delay, the uncer- 
tainty, the vexation, and expense to which a 
suitor may be put when he attempts to assert 
@ just and proper claim in court Judge Altgeld 
.asks: Is it any wonder that many of our 
business-men would rather lose a claim en- 
tirely than go into court with it? Is it any 
wonder that many conscientious lawyers ad- 
vise their clients to accept any kind of a set- 
tiement rather than attempt to litigate?” It 
is to be Loped that Judge Altgeld was one of 
the “conscientious lawyers who advised 
clients to take anything and keep out of 
court rather than seek justice there and be 
muleted, since he was not known publicly 
when at the bar as an advocate of law re- 
form, and his present effort in that direction 
is the first made since his election to the 
bench by the Democrats and Socialists. It 
may be that as a lawyer Judge Altgeid was 
so unfaithful to the doctrine of his cuild that 
he kept his clients out of court and so lost 
possible fees, but at any rate he has now 
turned informer against his own calling and 
his own class. Judge Altgeld says: 


Lut me remark that in the mercantile world, 
in the manufacturing world, in fore in 
medicine—in faet in nearly every id of know!l- 
edge or human activity—there has been an ad- 
vance, a steady improvement, a movement in 
the line of common sense, an honest effort to 
keep abreast of the spirit of the nineteenth 
century; while in our methods of administerin 

stice seem rather to have retrograde 

hat yo we have madein this State have 
tended rather to complicate than to simplify. 
A century ago trial by jury in eivil causes was 
simple, bs yng and, upon the whole, satis- 
factory. e have hampered and crippled it in 
its workings until many good people are serious- 
ly aavocating its abolition. A century ago the 
courts of appeal wrote opinions that were short 
and to the point, and generally decisive of the 
case; now courts of appeal, not alone in this 
State, write long essays—learned disquisitions— 
which frequentiy evade the main question and 
settle nothing. On behalf of our great profes- 
sion I ask, can we not also go forward? 


If the administration of justice has been 
botched, bungled, degraded, and steadily 
made worse, as charged, who is responsible? 
Not the people cértainly, for they have had 
no more to do with regulating the methods of 
lawyers and Judges than with prescribing 
rules for the practice of medicine. The re- 
‘sponsibility rests on the lawyers’ guild—on 
the men learned in the law who have arro- 
gated to themselves the work of making 
statutes in the Legislature as well as of ex- 
pounding and applying them in the courts. 
The abuses and perversions as to which 
Judge Altgeld gives such strong testimony 
cannot be charged to laymen, but must be 
laid, every oneof them, ai the door of lawyers 
and Judges—lawyers who frame the law for 
their enrichment at the expense of despoiled 
clients, ana Judges who by force of early 
training at the bar seem to apply it in the 
same spirit for the benefit of their former 
associates. If other branches of activity 
have advanced while the administration of 
justice has retrograded and degenerated, it 
is proof that lawyers and Judges as a class 
are incapabie of keeping abreast with the rest 
of the community or are selfishly interested 
in preventing such action by legal tribunals 
as will give all men redress freely 
and without being obliged to purchase it, 
compietely and without denial, promptly 
and without delay.“ Judge Altgeld says the 
delay is so great that often the subject mat- 
ter of a suit becomes worthless before a de- 
cision can be reached; that a suitor with a 
good case, after making a hard and expen- 
sive fight in the lower court and getting a 
verdict, still has two chances out of five 
against him in the Appellate Court; that, on 
the whole, itis doubtful whether it does 
not cost more to secure fora man his rights 
than they are worth to him.” Yet, with 
this watched record of failure and deteriora- 
tion, the members of the lawyers’ trades 
union sneer at outsiders who venture to sug- 
gest the need of improvement. Judge Alt- 
geld’s quarrel 1 with his own guild, and he 
stands in the position of having turned in- 
former against his own craft. For that 
reason he is a good witness and adviser, and 
any improvements he can suggest in the 
me thods of the courts will receive the solid 
support of laymen, together with the propor- 
tion of “ conscientious lawyers ’”’ who advise 
clients for the latter’s good, and not with a 
professional eye single to the fee bill.

PUBLIC PROPERTY AND SOCIALIST PROPA- 
GANDA, 


The suggestion made the other night ata 
Socialist meeting that the churches and 
schoolhouses be used to hold Socialist meet- 


‘ings in is one worthy of the audacity of the 


teachers of this foolish fanaticism. So far 
as the churches are concerned each congre- 
gation will act for itself. It is said that one 
at least of the city ministers is willing to 
place his building at their service. But the 
consent of his congregation is not likely to be 
so easily obtained. His desire that the ap- 
plication for all the churches shall be formal- 
ly made so as to put other ministers on rec- 
ord ought to be gratified. Ministers have 
time to read. Their knowledge of the 
number of Socialist experiments that have 
been made since the world began and. have 
failed in every instance, no matter how fa- 
vorabie the conditions, will enable the m to 
give a prompt and explicit reply to the appli- 
cation. 

The schoolhouses are public property. It 


is true, as one of the advocates of Socialism 


said, that they are not in use in the evening, 
except in the few cases where evening 
schools are taught in them. Nevertheless 
they cannot be granted for any such purpose 
as is here proposed. Even if the majority of 
the citizens, at whose expense these build- 
ings are sustained and were erected, were 
advocates of Socialism it would still bea 
clear infringement of public rights to de- 
vote the school buildings to any buf the 
specific uses for which they are legally de- 
signed. If a majority of the Board of Edu- 
cation should favor the lease of them it is 
certain that enough good sense would remain 
in the community to enjoin that body from a 
course clearly at variance with public policy; 
and it is reasonably certain that the courts 
would protect the school buildings for the 
exclusive benefit of the school children. 


Senator Evans of Kane County has intro- 
duced a bill to raise the fees of the Coroner 
for holding an inquest from $10 to $15. If the 
bill becomes a law it will apply to all the 
counties of the State except Cook. This is 
the first any one has heard of the Coroners 
of this State being underpaid. The general 
belief has been they were reasonably well 
satisfied with their pay. There are always 
abundant candidates for the place. No Coro- 
ner resigns. No Coroner ever complains of 
the unpleasant nature of his work. Why, 
then, shail the pay of Coroners be raised 50 
per cent without any cause being shown 
therefor? Has the number of inquests fallen 
off and cut down the pay? There is nothing 
to indicate it. Nor is it known whether 
this bill is one which was introduced 
by request or whether it embodies the 
results of the thoughtful inquiries of Senator 
Evans into the condition of the 101 Coroners 
of this State to whom his bill would apply. 
If he has made a study of the subject he 
should favor the Senate with his data and 
let us know how many Coroners have been 
brought to the poorhouse or a beggar’s grave 
by the present niggardly scale of fees. If 
the bill is the work of one of the Coroners in 
the district represented by Senator Evans 
who finds he cannot liveon his pay, it is 
suggested to him that he resign. There will 
be no trouble in finding a successor who will 
he content with the fee of $10 per inquest, 
be the same commonplace or romantic, dull 
or sensational, which has been paid since 
1872.

Occasionally it has come to the surface. 
About a year ago the following special from 
Jackson, Mich., appeared in Tur TRIBUNE: 

„Early this morning masked men visited 
the residence of Daniel Holcomb. Mrs. 
Fuller, the housekeeper, who was alone in 
the house (Mr. Holcomb having been mar- 
ried recently at Baraboo, is., and 
being absent on a wedding tour), 
was aroused by their noise, and upon 
going to an adjoining room discovered sev- 
erai men examining Mr. Holcomb’s private 
papers. The housekeeper was shot at by one 
of the party, after which they ransacked the 
house, took silverware and other articies of 
value, and departed.” 

Within the last two days what was at first 
thought to be an important clew has been 
worked up.at Ann Arbor, Mich., by a Jack- 
son detective. It was claimed that Hiram 
Winchell, who formerly worked near Jack- 
son, knew a great deal about the tragedy—in 
fact, that he could locate the murderers. 
Yesterday's dispatches told the story.

ELECTRIC SUGAR SCHEMERS IN JAIL 


Mrs. Friend, Mr. Howard, and Others 
Taken Into Custody. 

Anw Arsor, Mich., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
Officers arrived at 11:30 tonight from Milan 
and vlaced in jaii Mrs. Olive E. Friend, her 
stepfather, William E. Howard, her mother, 
Emily Howard, Orin A. Holstead, and George 
Holstead, the parties charged with conspira- 
cy in the Electric Sugar Refining Company 


frauds. The arrest was a great suprise, as it 


was supposed that no criminal proceedings 

would be commenced, and it was not even 

that warrants..were out for their 

arrest. The case has been carried on with 
the greatest secrecy. 

Charles R. Whitman, attorney for the com- 
pany, went to New York in January and 
looked up the case. Then officers of the 
company and Lawson N. Fulier, who had 
been induced by the Friends and Howards to 
mortgage his home for $35,000 and invest 
in the company, and who is now reduced to 
poverty, appeared before the grand jury and 
gave testimony, on the strength 
of which three indictments were re- 
turned against the parties for obtain- 
ing “money under false pretenses. 
Two were returned on the Fuller case and one 
on the company case. These indictments 
were kept a profound secret, and Inspector 
Byrnes took charge of the case, detailing 
two ot his best detectives to work it up. 
Requisitions were obtained by District At- 
torney Fellows from Gov. Hill, and on these 
requisitions warrants were issued by Gov. 
Luce Feb. 1. The trouble has been since 
that it took time to get Howard into 
Michigan. He was staying at Windsor and 
would not cross the river. Mrs. Friend 
returned to her home at Milan yesterday. 
She had been traced within reach of the 
warrants several times, but was not arrested 
because they could not get Howard. This 
morning Howard, believing that no criminal 
action could be commenced and tbat he 
could defend civil suits, returned to Milan. 
Whitman learned of Howard’s return and 
sent for the Sheriff and deputies, and gave 
them the warrants with instructions to bring 
tne party all to this city. 

The Electric sugar frauds came to the sur- 
face again today,a bill in chancery being 
filed by the Electric Sugar Refining Company 
against Mrs. Olive E. Friend and W. 
KE. Howard as principals, and W. D. 
Harriman, Dr. Pyle, William Heck, 
Emily Howard, and others as codefendants. 
The bill alleges conspiracy to defraud 
the sugar company by the principals. It 
follows the history of the frauds from the 
beginning, and alleges that Mrs. Friend 
and Howard have defrauded the company 
and embezzled its funds, and that they have 
invested the money obtained in real estate 
and personal property. It also alleges that 
mortgages to continue the fraud on 
the company have been given to Harri- 
Pyle, Heck, and other co-defendants on 
this property. The bill prays that these 
mortgages be set aside and that Mrs. Friend 
and Howard be compelled to transfer all 
their property, which, it is claimed, was pur- 
chased with money fraudulently obtained, 
from the Electric Sugar Company. A tem- 
porary injunction was granted restraining 
any of the defendants from disposing of any 


of the property.

“Lake View,” he said, 18 paying a stiff 
figure for Prof. Haines’ examination, and I 
think the 1aformation you ask should come 
only through the town authorities.“ 

Prof. Haines gracefully submitted, and Dr. 
Sieber then said that if the reporter would 
go to Lake View at 7 o’clock he could get the 
professor’s report. It was considerable risk 
to ask a man to run, but the réporter agreed 
to take it.

LE CARON’S STRANGE LIFE 


A BRITISH SPY BEHIND THE MASK 
OF AN IRISH PATRIOT. 


The Notorious Informer Tells the Story of 
His Life, and Explains How for Twenty 
Years He Was the Faithfal Servant of 
the Sritish Government While Posing 
as o Radical Irish Patriot-His opera- 
tions in Illinois.

Lonpon, Feb. 16.—A Herald correspondent 


today had a long and interesting interview 


with Henri Le Caron, the military spy. 
Three gentlemen rose as the correspondent 
entered a well furnished apartment. Two 
were stalwart police officers; the third 
was a sharpfaced, keen eyed, black 
haired man, who bowed with dignity and 
said in a quick, nervous way, “I am Major 
Le Caron; will you be seated “ It ever there 
was a man whose manner, face, and voice 
indicated decision of character it was Le 
Caron. His complexion is unusually dark, 
his skin had a dry, drawn look almost 
like parchment, his eyes are smali and 
set close together under a high fore 
head, and their sharp, black, pierc- 
ing gaze seemed to pierce straight 
into one. He is of a wiry, muscular build, 
slightly above the medium hight, and both 
in tone and gesture seemingly more like a 
shrewd, far-seeing Yankee than an English- 
man. There is nothing stolid about Maj. Le 
Caron, nor is he constructed on the roast 
beef order. He was enveloped from head to 
foot in a comfortable morning gown of 
thickly-padded silk, and while speaking 
puffed away at a series of ci- 
gars. From time to time the Major 
rose and paced the room, retiecting intently. 
His memory is marvelous, neither dates, 
names, nor details eScaping him, and begin- 


ning with bis youthful escapades, how he 


robbed his sister’s missionary box of pen- 
nies and fied to France, he deliberately 
traced his life up to the present. 
THE STORY OF HIS LIFE. 
Le Caron denied the story of mutiny in the

The first in- 
formation he gave of 
the Fenian organizadop 
was sentin a letter to 
his father at Coiches- 
ter shortly after form- 
ae the friendship of 
O’Brien. His father 
showed the letter toa 
member of Parhament, 
who consulted the Gov- 
ernment, and soon 
thereafter an arrangement was entered into 
for the secret work he has done ever since, 
He congratulates himself upon having kept 
the overnment closely advised of the 
plans of the Canadian raid, and hav- 
ing afterwards defeated the Fenian 
as well as other Irish movements. 
He boasts of having accepted pay from both 
the English Government and the Irish 
societies at the same time. He says further 
as to the financial methods of the Irish 
organizations in America: There is no 
question that the vast majority of Imshmen 
are perfectly sincere and perfectly honor- 
able, but there can also no 
question that the professional Irish patriot 
is about as unscrupulous, insincere, and 
thoroughly contemptible a person as it is 
possible to find.. The amount of money 
wasted, misappropriated, and stolen outright 
from the treasuries of these Irish patriotic 
organizations is almöst beyond belief. I can 
hardly mention or call o mind a single one 
of these Irish leaders whose hands are free 
from the stain of corruption.

Sometime last autumn it was 
given out that the legal advisers of Parnell 
had discovered that the letters were supplied 
to the Times bya man- whose name they 
knew. This man was Pigott, but the leaders 
of the party were confident of their ability to 
prove the letters forge These leaders 
were certain of getting Pigott himself to go 
into the box and swear that he forged the 
letters himself. Friday Mr. Soames, the 
Times solicitor, testified that Pigott had made 
a statement to him to the effect, not, indeed, 
that he had forged the letters, but that La- 
bouchére had offered him £1,000 to go into 
court and swear that he had forged them. 
Pigott has made a statutory declaration to 
that effect. Unless, therefore, Pigott should 
now go back on Soames it is clear that his 
evidence cannot dDée*available to the Parnell- 
ites in the manner they expected. What 
other evidence they have to the same pur- 
pose remains to be seen. The rsonal evi- 
dence for them has vanished. If it can be 
proved that Labouchére offered this bribe 
to get the witness to perjure him- 
self he can scarcely expect to escape 
unscathed. Pigott, according'to the story, 
was listening to Labouchére’s proposals, and 
carefully repeating them to the Times so- 
licitors; Labouchère was at the same time 


cheering the Parnellites by the statement 


that he had positively discovered the forger. 
lf it sbould all turn out thus deep in- 
ury will indeed have been inflicted on the 
arnellites by the hands of a friend. Un- 
doubtedly the sensation caused by the mere 
statement of Mr. Soames has been profound. 
That Labouchére should even be accused of 
such action was in itself sufficient to discon- 
cert the Home-Rulers. They have put much 
trust in Labby. He does not generally pro- 
fess to take politics seriously, but has often 
displayed a realearnestness or most amaz- 
ing imitation of it in aefending his Parnell- 
ite friends. I can’t for a moment believe, 
whatever comes out, that he intentionally 
deceived them or willfully did them harm. 
NO DIRECT PROOF FORTHCOMING. 

No matter what may happen now, it is 
clear that the strong, direct proof of forgery 
in which the Home Sule party relied can not 
be forthcoming. fhe disproof must turn on 
Mr. Parneli’s denial and on inferences that 
may satisfy some and not sutisfy others. 
Each side may say we believe in our case.” 
That's not quite the same thing as produ- 
cing a man who can swear and prove thatjhe 
himself was the forger of the letters. Is 
there such; a man still in reserve? I can 
most positively say there is not. Pigott was 
the person to whom I referred in my letter 
last autumn, and there were aot then two 
strings to the bow and can not be 
now. Moreover Pigott knows the history 
of the letters, and to the Times he has tord 
all he knows. When his identity was dis- 
covered, and not before, Labouchére made 
his acquaintance. Probably Pigott told La- 
bouchére he had forged the letters and Lab- 
by believed him. Be it how it may, the 
direct witness who was to set everything at 
rest is gone. Thus stands the matter today. 
Far be it from me to suggest that proof suf - 
ficient to establish the complete innocence 
of the whole Parnellite party may not yet be 
forthcoming. I can only say that whenever 
I have been told of direct proof being avail- 
able it was in connection with Pigott. The 
evidence of experts as to loop letters and the 
V shape of the C's and 8's may be ingenious, 
but it obviously comes witkin a different 
category. 

TURNING THE TABLES ON PIGOTT.

BISMAROK WILL HOLD ON. 


THE GERMAN CHANCELLOR HAS NO 
INTENTION OF RESIGNING, 


The Recent Report of His Purpose to Re- 
tire from Office Was Thrown Out to 
Give the People a Chance to Protest 
Against It—Bismarck’s Influence Said 
to Be Steadily Waning—Prince Rudolf’s 
Debtse—Gossip from the German Cap- 
ital,

BERLIN, Feb. 16.—The semi-official press, 
after inciting and fomenting excitement 
over the rumored intenuon of Prince Bis- 
marck to retire from public life, now turns 
round and declares that the agitation bas a 
purely artificial origin. The hints thrown 
out regarding his successor were obviously 
designed to influence the Nationalists to 
return to that absolute submission to 
the Chancellor against which recentiy they 
have been inclined to rebel. But apart from 
the allusions of the semi-official press sev- 
eral coincident facts have pointed to coming 
eventful changes in the Government. The 
public discussion of the probable results of a 
diminution of Prince Bismarck’s functions 
has not produced that genoralzalarm which 
it was hoped it would create; so instructions 
appear to have been given to the Chancel- 
lor’s organs to minimize the importance of 
the current report. 

There is nothing in it, says the Cologne 
Gazette. At the best it is mere “ bierbank 
gesprache —pot house chatter. The Prince 
is well and possesses the fullest confidence 
of the Kaiser. No one in the country, ex- 
cepting perhaps Herr Richter, thinks it will 
either displace or overthrow him. No 
earnest political party would disturb itself 
for the chances of the Chancellor’s retire- 
ment. 

The North German Gazette today takes a less 
scornful tone. It refers to the all absorbing 
interest of the topic, and finds an explana- 
tion for the ferment of the press in the sup- 
posed semi-official origin of the article pub- 
lished in the Hamburg Nachrichten and quoted 
thence by the North German Gazetie, which 
gave unwonted prominence to said article. 
The paper now declares that it was not 
written, as was surmised, by any one in 
Prince Bismarck’s entourage. its sugges- 
tons that Count Waldersee would be the 
Chancellor’s successor in no wise emanated 
from the Wilhelm Strasse. The conclusion 
drawn from these contradictions is that 
Prince Bismarck, no matter what momentary 
inclination he may have had to withdraw 
from the worries of official life, now means 
to cling to every post he holds. 
The discussion has had an all-impor 
tant result in revealing the expectauons 
of the imperial circle regardin the 
Government after the departure of Bis- 
marck. The Emperor has not concealed from 
his intimate circie his conviction that Bis- 
marck canot be displaced. When he chooses 
to retire the Emperor will not appoint au- 
other Chancellor. The Emperor beheves 
that he himseif ought to exercise the func- 
tions of Chancellor, with a soidier-statesman 
as Chief Minister. The reference to a soldier- 
statesman points to Count Waldersee, con- 
cerning whom Prince Bismarck’s organs con- 
tinue to advise the Nationalists to cultivate 
distrust. 

BISMARCK CHARGES TREACHERY. 

Herr Fischer, a Natonalist Deputy and 
the Burgomaster of Augsbourg, has written 
a letter to the Augsbourg Abendpost expiain- 
ing what incited Prince Bismarck to warn 
the Nationalists. The Nationalist committee 
recently addressed toa number of members 
of the group a letter advising great prudence 
and reserve in their attitude toward the 
internal policy of the Chancellor, whose de- 
ciining powers, said the letter, become more 
and more apparent. Bismarck got hold of a 
copy of the letter and Traised a hurricane 
about it, blaming the committee for its 
treachery. He would have disrupted the 
committee, but he finally selected a hne of 
acuon aiming to show the party that his 
powers were unshaken and that the country 
coula not do without fim.

TRIPLE MURDER FOLLOWED BY SUICIDE. 


A Terrible Tragedy in the Little Village of 
Glenville, Minn. 

Giexviriz, Minn., Feb. 16.—[Special.}]— 
Joseph Chemeleck last night killed three 
persons and then committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself through the head. The motive 
for the triple murder is involved in doubt. 

About 6 o’clock last evening Chemeleck 
went to the residence of M. L. Chemeleck, 
his half-brother, to spend the evening. 
About II o’clock he picked up his hat and 
went out of doors. It was expected that he 
was going to return, but instead of coming 
back he went to his father’s house and pro- 
cured a double-barrel shotgun. He went 
back to M. L. Chemeleck’s and secreted him- 
self in a grove near the house.

San Francisco, Feb. 16.—The steamship 
Mariposa brings the first mail advices from 
the Samoan Islands since Jan. 2, when the 

ing steamship of the Oceanic Line 
ft there. The Mariposa left the Island of 
Tutuila Feb. 1, and brings the re 
ports (official) of the United States 
Consul and the American 
officers of the action of the German naval 
force in Samoa since the engagement of Dec. 
18 between the natives and the Germans, 
which were forwarded in tonight’s mail to 
Washington. 

At the time of the departure of the Mari 
posa the necessity for the presence of the 
American men-of-war orderea to the scene 
was claimed to have been urgent. As 
* the operations of the Germans were directed 
more against the American and the English 
residents than against Mataafe and his 
torces, as in the case of the latter chieftain, 
whom the Germans affect to call a rebel, the 
German Consul 
duce him to accept the German rule, 
while in the case of Americans and 
Englishmen the right of 
vessels and private houses in Apia was em- 
bodied in official proclamations. 

A formal declaration of war against King 
Mataafe was made by the German au- 
thorities Jan. 19 and martial law es- 
tablitned for the entire islands. The 
same day English subjects were seized 
and taken on board of the German 
men-of-war.

Early in the month of January a number of 
Tamasese’s men began deserting, their iead- 
er being Amatuanal, one of his most promi- 
nent chiefs, who decided that, while it might 
be legitimate enough to fight against their 
own people, yet they were not willing to join 
with the Germans in fighting against the 
natives of Samoa.

The 
Germans were to assist the rebels as much 
as possible, and American and Eu- 
giish residents were to be attacked 
equally with Mataafe’s men. The King at 
once informed the American and English 
residents in Apia of this fact, thus giving 
them opportunity to prepare tor the attack. 

1 FIRE IN MATAFALE. 

At 12:30 o’clock that nicht Lieut. F. F. 
Fillette of tne United States Marine Corps, 
im charge of the marine guard atthe Ameri- 
can Consulate, was aroused by a sentry, who 
informed him that a fire was in progress 
in Matafale. He, with four marines ran to 
the scene of the fire.

The fire in the meantime had spread to 
the residerce of Mr. Schmidt, the 
German Vive-Consul, and the Staadt 
Hamburg Hotel. The American and English 
residents, among the former being United 
States Vice-Consul Blacklock, fought the 
fire, which wus only destroying German 

roperty, until they wer> nearly exhausted. 

American and English sailors worked 
until overcome by the heat, carrying 
Water, using axes, and saving property.

Within five or six hours later, however, Con- 
sul Knappe ex ed his belief that the 
American and English residents of Apia 
were implicated in the burning.

The German warsbip Eber sailed for 
Auckland the 12th, taking dispatches to be 
sent to the German Government concerning 
the burning of the Consulate. 

A Mataafe native was publicly whipped in 
the afternoon in the presence of many 
Americans, Englishmen, natives, and a few 
Germans for having told a German Consular 
clerk in the street a few days before that 
the Mataafe men would soon have his head.

The afternoon of Jan. 15 t belonging 
to ex-United States Vice-Consul E. L. Hamil- 
ton, manned by two natives, was seized by 
an ar boat from the German ship Adler 
w in neutral water off Apia Har- 
bor.

CAPT. MULLAN’S PROTEST. 

Capt. Mullan wrote a vigorous letter to 
Capt. Fritz the evening of the 24th, protest- 
ing in the name of the United States Gov- 
ernment against the latter’s proclamation of 
the previous day concerning police in Apia. 
The Government of Tamasese, said Capt. 
Mullan, had never been recognized by the 
United States Government. As to the possés- 
sion of firearms by American residents of 
Apia, no Power has authority to take posses- 
sion of them unless used against a friendly 
Power or while in transit for such use.

JACK KLEIN GIVES HIS VIEWS. 


Life Intolerable to Americans Uniess There 
Be Present a Sufficient Naval Force. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 16.—John C. Klein, 
the American newspaper correspondent, who 
arrived from Samoa on the steamer Mari- 
posa today, says that he left the islands be- 
cause he was aware that he would have to 
remain on the American man-of-war contin- 
ually in order to avoid being seized by the 
Germans, who were evidently under instruc- 
tions from Berlin to arrest him, although it 
was well understood on the islands that 
he took no part whatever in the attack on 
the Germans. He says that he left a sick 
bed to go out to watch the attempt of the 
Germans to make a landing for an attack on 
Mataafe’s forces, but that, instead of flring a 
shot or leading the natives, he was a bessive 


| spectator, beyond warning the Germans not 


to land, as requested to do by the natives. 
The hatred of the Germans toward any one 
stating the facts respecting the aggressions 
ot the Germans was illustrated in the 
case of Cusack of the Samoan Times. 
Klein has affidavits of Vice-Consul Black- 
lock and other residents as to the proper 
character of bis conduct on the night of the 
battle with the Germans, Dec. 18. Klein de- 
clares that his published correspondence has 
been verified by official correspondence re- 
specting affairs on the islands. He contends 
that the situation of all American residents, 
and es merchants, is intolerabie, 
owing insolence of the German offi- 
cials and soidiery. The feeling was enter- 
tained there that American rights would not 
be respected unless a sufficient naval force 
were ordered to those waters with adequate 
au thority. 


WILL IT END IN WAR? 


One of the Nipsic’s Officers Says America 
Must Act Quickly. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 16.—John Chris- 
tafferson, paymaster of the American man- 
of-war Nipsic, returned from Samoa on the 
Mariposa, having obtained leave of absence.

THE DEMOCRATS ABSENT. 


FEW BUT REPUBLICANS PRESENT AT 
SPRINGFIELD YESTERDAY. 


Democrats Who Cried for Economy Did 
Not Stay for the Session—Enough Pres- 
ent to Transact a Little Business, How- 
ever—The Supreme Court Decides That 
Gov. Taylor of Tennessee Can Issue a 
Certificate of Election to Evans—Gen- 
eral Political News. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
Isaac Phillips, who will be one of Gov. Fifer’s 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, 
came over from Bloomington today and 
called on his Excellency.

Notwithstanding the feint at reform made 
by the House Democrats yesterday there 
were exactly twenty-three of them here to- 
day. Mr. Crafts and those who were so anx- 
jous tostay and prevent the Grand Army 
from occupying the Hall of Representatives 
had gone home, but there were enough Re- 
publicans to transact business, which they 
did ata lively rate. Really there was more 
business done than there would have been if 
the Democratic side of the House had been 
more fuily represented, and according to the 
agreement of last evening the Chicago 
Drainage bill was made the speciai order for 
Tuesday next after the reading of the jour- 
nal.

prior to the Ist day of January in the year of 
our Lord 1870, or who shall be a male citizen of 
the United States above the age of 21 years, and 
able to read and write in the English language 
or in bis own native tongue, shall be entitled 
to vote at such election.

Death of C. J. Brydges of Winnipeg 
Others Whe Passed Away. 
Winnipeo, Man., Feb. 16.—[Spvecial,]—C. 
J. Brydges, Land Commissioner of the Hud- 
son Bay Company, aud one of the most prom- 
inent men in Winnipeg, died suddenly to- 


day. Mr. Brydges was one of the managing 


directors of the general hospital here, and 
was in the office of the*hospital this after- 
noon giving instructions when he was 
stricken with apoplexy. Three doctors in 
the building were immediately called, but 
before they arrived he was dead. Mr. 
Brydges came here ten — ago as Land 
Commissioner for the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, and formerly held the position of Gen- 
eral Manager of the Grand Trunk Road in 
Canada. 


Col, Stafford’s Death. 

Col. J. A. Stafford, a soldier who made a 
most gallant record in the war of the Rebell- 
ion, died yesterday at his residence, No. 168 
Morgan street. Col. Stafford raised the first 
military company in Ohio that was mustered 
into the service for the suppression of the 
Rebeilion. This company was mustered in at 
Lancaster. O., April 16, 1561, on which occa- 
sion a beautiful flag was presented by Mrs. 
Steele, daughter of Senator Ewing, and sis- 
ter of Mrs. Gen. Sherman. On the expira- 
tion of the service of this company Capt. 
Stafford raised Company A, Firat Ohio Vol- 
unteers, and shortly afterwards was promot- 
ed to the position of Major of nis regiment. 
On the formation of the 178th Ohio, in the 
early part of 1864, from the fragments of sev- 
eral regiments that had sustained heavy 
losses in numerous battles, Col. Stafford was 
selected as the Colonel of the regiment and 
continued in service until the end of the 
war. March 5, 1865, he was brevetted 
Brigadier General by an act of Congress. 

Col. Stafford actively participated in twen- 
ty-six batties, and received several wounds. 
Although severely wounded at the battle of 
Missionary Ridge in the early part of the ac- 
tion, he continued in the field at the head of 
his regiment throughout the entire eng 
ment. No truer or braver soldier than Col. 
Stafford ever fought for the maintenance and 
honor of tne flag of his country. His funeral 
will take place from his residence, and will 
be re ge bythe members of Post No. 425,

A -RUEHNE BROUGHT BACK. 


The Alleged Wisconsin Murderer Arrives 
on the Steamer Britannic. 

New York, Feb. 16.—|Special.|—Johannes 
Kuehne, whois charged with the murder of 
Wilhelm Christen in Dane County, Wiscon- 
sin, about Dec. 3, 1888, arrived in this city to- 
day by the White Star steamer Britannic in 
charge of Sheriff John H. Estis. They left 
for Madison, Wis., tonight. Kuehne wili be 
tried in April. 

{Wilhelm Christen was a Swiss cheesemaker, 
who had settied in Dane County and built a 
smali cheese factory. Atthe end of the season 
he discharged allof his men except Johannes 
Kuehne, and the two men lived bachelor fashion 
in the factory. About the 14 f December last 
Kuehne told Christen's brothe®that his employ- 
er had closed the factory and gone away. As it 
is the custom for the cheese manufacturers in 
this section of Wisconsin to leave their 
factories during the winter months nothing was 
thought of Kuehne’s story, but it was considered 
strange when the man added that his employer 
had had a quarrel with a neighboring farmer and 
forthat reason had left the piace suddenly. 
However, no investigation was made, and 
Kuehne himself disappeared soon afterwards 
without being regretted by any one, as he bore a 
hard character in the neighborhood, 

About Dec. 23 George Rea and his brother went 
on a fishing excursion to @ large pond not far 
from Christen's factory. While there the two 
men saw a sack lying in the water, and being 
curious they fished it up and opened it. Inside 
they found a man's head, a lot of intestines, and 
a human liver. The features of the face were 
unaltered, and the two Reas recognized Wilhelm 
Christen. Horrified over their discovery they 
went at once to the cheese factory ana broke in. 
They found the room where the murder had 
taken place and the bed in which Christen bad 
been sleeping when he was killed. Everything 
was soaked with blood. Great patches of the 
dark stains were on the floor, and the 
tracks of boets dyed in blood led 
around the room. They found a trough on 
which there were scraps of flesh and bits of 
human hair. No trace of the body could be dis- 
covered, and it is supposed that the murderer 
chopped it into a hash and threw it into the pond 
for the fish to eat. The clothes and the gun 
which had belonged to Christen had disappeared, 
An unsuccessful effort had been made to wash the 
—— u but the murderer left it half done.

RICHMOND TERMINAL FINANCES, 


Disposition to Be Made of the New 5 Per 

Cent Bonds. 

New York, Feb. 16.—{Special.]—It is said 
that 85,000, 000 of the new 5 per cent bonds of 
the Richmond Terminal Company have been 
sold to provide the means for paying for the 
Georgia Central and to take up the floating 
debt; $6,200,000 will be set aside and held

Chauncey M. Depew’s Anti-Boodle Victory 
—Current Gotham Gossip. 

New York, Feb. 16.—[Special. |—Chauncey 
M. Depew is piuming himself over the 
achievement of getting a railroad charter 
from the Common Council of this city with- 
out paying boodle money for it.

The hutis built 
of bark-covered siabs, carried with great 
difficulty on old Senau’s back from a saw- 
mill some miles away. The frame is of 
roughiy-hewn timber. After the covering of 
siabs was laid on the cracks were ali stopped 
up with amixture of clay and grasses to 
render it as far as possibile impervious to the 
chil) winds of Lake Michigan. It will be no- 
ticed that this is quite un aristocratic dwell- 
ing for a mendicant squaw, for it boasts two 
windows rudely constructed of hand-sawn 
— and glazed with little 8x10 panes of 
glass. 

Senau is proud of her windows, in fact of 
the whole house, and says it is as fine as a 
white man’s cottage. In it she has a diminu- 
tive cook stove and a small array of crockery 
and tinware, but thisisall there is of the 
white man’s handicraftin the whole outtit. 
The three-legged stools, the cupboard, and 
the bed are of Indian manufacture. The 
bed is a curiosity. It is built of “culls”— 
boards rejected at the mill as unfit for ship- 
ment—ana has neither head nor foot 
boards. It is simply a platform, 
on which is spread, in lieu of 
a mattress, a thick mat of grasses. These 
grasses are dyed brilliantly in the primary 
colors, and the matis to the squaw and her 
grandchildren a thing of beauty and a joy 
forever. In addition toa blanket the skins 
of deer and wolf sewn together with deer 
sinews form a warm covering, especially 
when itis remembered that it is usual for 
the Indians to sleepin their clothes. Swung 
from the roof isa kind of loft or shelving, 
and here are stored various treasures, such 
as dried orions, nuts, old clothes, rabbit 
skins, and fox pelts.

dialect. Rainy Face is, to judge 
from his features, most likel a 
half-breed. However, he is chief of his 
tribe, and, according to the artist Count, one 
of the most inteliigent men of his race. He 
is, moreover, as Indians go, a rich man, and 
has not only seen the Great Father in W ash- 
ington, but has journeyed across the big wa- 
ters and seen the White Motber in Engiand 
and other heads of the effete monarchies of 
Europe. Rainy Face remained over a year 
abroad and visited all the prin cities of 
Kurope, excepting St. Petersb He is a 
devout Catholic, and was granted an audi- 
ence by the Pope on the occasion of his visit 
to Rome. Rainy Face isan observant man, 
and holds an opinion of his own on almost 
any topic of conversation that may be start- 
ed. Not only has he an opinion but he ar 
gues well in support of it. 


WILL GOULD 8sU 


VIEW WHIcH RAIEKOAD MEN TAKE 
OF THE BURLINGTON’S AOTION.. 


4 Belief That the Other wil Be 
Forced into Signing the tlemen' as 
Agreement—An Attempt Being Made 
to Whip the Illinois Central into Line 
Probable Result of Tuesday's Meeting— 
Adoption of Passenger Regulations 
Some Complaints Considered. 


The success which attended the efforts of Jay 
Gouid and the bankers and stock manipulators 
of New York in compelling the Burlington to 
sign the gentlemen's agreement has created 


the impression in railroad circles that all other ~ 


recalcitrant roads will be forced toterms. The 
New York bankers seem to be determined to 
bring about the adoption of the new agreement, 
not because it is -likely to improve the condition 
of the roads or prevent them from cutting éach 
other’s throat in the future, but because they be- 
lieve its adoption would create a healthier feei- 
ing in financial circles ana induce capitalists 
to make railroad investments. The movement 
which culminated in thé enactment of the agree- 
ment originated with the large bankers and trust 
companies in the East which have been floating 
railroad securities. 
stocks on the distinct understanding that they 
would be sure of their dividends, but received 
nothing but promises, accused the bankers of 
having deceived them. The Santa Fé and other 
Western roads which were in flaancial straits 
found it impossible to raise money to float their 
indebtedness. The bankers declared their ma- 
bility to get the money for them under existing 
circumstances, and informed them that the only 
way out of the dilemma was to adopt 
a trust, clearing house, or other scheme 
calculated toinspire confidence among capital- 
ists and induce them to invest. Gould was ap-; 
pealed to for aid in the forma tion of a combinae 
tion that would secure the object sought. As 
he had justengaged in the Richmond Terminal 
scheme, which bad for its objects the consolida- 
tion of ail the leading Southern railroads, he 
was only too glad to render all the assistance in 
his power. He was also anxious to keep the 
Santa Fe out of the hands of a receiver, be- 
cause his Southwestern lines would seriously 
suffer from competition with a bankrupt road 
which had only to earn operating expenses. 
The scheme to form a trust falling through, 
the gentlemen's agreement was adopted. Al- 
though this was not what the bankers wanted, 
and is really no better than the existing Western 
Association agreements, yet a feeling has been 
created in the East that it will bring about a 
railroud millennium, and that after it has become 
effective all the roads will rollin wealth. Hence 
the efforts to buldoze every line in the West into 
joining the combination. One after another the 
roads disinclined to join were attacked by the 
clique’s organs and abused in unmeasured terms. 
Their securities were attacked and forced down 
to values never before reached, At last, to 
save themselves from rum, they began 
to sign the agreement. The Burlington having 
been brought to terms, the attention of the 
clique is now being directed towards the Illinois 
Central. Gould's organ in New York yesterday 
—— a two-column article attacking the 
ident and Vice-President of the company 
accusing them of misappropriating the funds of 
the company and calling on the stockholders for 
. in order to oust these officials, If the 
llinois Central can be forced to terms itis be- 
lieved that nothing will stand in the way of the 
comsummation of the reement. The Burling- 
ton & Northern and the Fort Scott & Guif, it 
thought, will not dare to hold out alone, 
and if they do an effort is to be made to get along 
without them. President Nettleton of the Fort 
Scott will attend Tuesday's meeting, and his 
action will be governed by the assurances he re- 
ceives for protection against Gould’s competi- 
tion. It is believed that every road. with the 
robable 8 of the Illinois Central, will 
represent The Union Pacific will be rep- 
resented by President Charies Francis Adams, 
whois expected to preside. Ifthe agreement is 
adopted the only good it will do will be to create 
a boom in railroad securities and lead to the 
fleecing of more lambs.

CONGRESS STREET WILL BE WIDENED. 


The Counctl Committee Takes Action in the 
Matter—Fitzgerald’s Protest. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys South 
met yesterday afternoon. The principal matter 
before it was the ordinance repealing the ordi- 
nance passed Feb. 4 for the widening of Congress 
street to Michigan avenue, Ex-Ald. Fitzgerald 
came before the committee to object to the 
widening of the street. His property, he said, 
had a 34 foot frontage but was only 100 feet deep. 
To take off 34 feet would leave him only a 66 foot 
lot ,which would be valueless for any purpose ex- 

t that of a small building. 

8 Ferd W. Peck noid thes the Auditorium 
Building had trebled the value of Mr. Fitzger 
ald's property. The widening ot the street 
12 nerease it still more. He stood willing to 
pay Mr. Fitzgerald, who was the only objecting 
property owner, the fair cash value of his prop-

The committee being 
a divided, there will be no report to 

the Council. It cannot be brought up for action 
there without a report. The ordinance for the wid- 
ening of the street, therefore, will stand, and the 
condemnation proceedings under it will proceed. 
Bill Fitzgerald is the only “kicker,” and he 
would not object if he had the grace to study tne 
question. Before the Auditorium Building was 
located Fitzgerald's property was wortn only 
$300 per front foot. It 1s now worth $800 per front 
foot, and the trustees of the Auditorium Auild- 
ing are ready to pay him that or any other 
amount that may be fixed by arbitration as a fair 
price. But Mr. Fitzgerald is not satisfied 
with an imecrease of 270 per cent in 
the value of his property within two years. He 
will be liberally paid for the thirty-four feet of 
his property, and the sixty-six feet that remain 
will be enormously enhanced in value. Indeed, 
it is pot too much to say that the sixty-six feet 
with the street widenec will be worth more than 
the 100 feet if the street Was maintained atits 
present width. Fitzgerald Hay go to law and 
part with some of his money in so doing, but he 
cannot obstruct. this desirable improvement. 
The best interests of the city demand it. 


NEW STYLE OF Rot FOR THE PARKS. 


Exhibiting the Model of a Swanlike Craft 
—It May Be Adopted. 

There is on exbibition in the parlors of the 
Grand Pacific the model ot a ‘“‘swan’’ boat which 
was recently exhibited at the Paris Exposition. 
The miniature pleasure craft was brought here 
that the Chicago Park Commissioners might in- 
spect it and consider the advisability of placing 
a number of them in the park lakes. The full- 
grown swan boat is made on the catamaran 
plan, by flooring over two air tight canoe shaped 
boats placed eight or ten feet apart. each of 
which is 22 feet long. The floor is sheltered by a 
canopy supported by iron stanchions. Beneath 
this canopy are three rows of willow chairs or 
settees furnished with a hand guard. In the rear 
of the platiorm or deck is a large swan of iron 
and painted spotiessly white, as are the two 
boats or catamaran.

WHAT DR. TANNER PROPOSES TO DO 
FOR HUMANITY’S SAKE, 


He Will Demonstrate That It Is Possible 
to Suspend Animation for Weeks After 
the Manner of East Indian Friests— The 
Resolve Is Mentioned Incidentally ina 
Discassion of Mesme —His Great 
Fast and the Still More Marvelous Ex- 
periment of Counterfeit Death. 


URING the fast of 

Dr. Tanner for forty 

days the ld al- 

most thoyght that a 

man could go a life- 

time without eating, 

and [am not so sure 

but that this can be 

done,” said Prof, 

Johason, the mesmer- 

ist, a few days ago. 

*You never heard 

the secret of Dr. Tan- 

ner’s performance? 

I will tell you. Tan- 

ner was simply under 

the influence of a mesmerist, and the person 
exercising that influence was Dr. Hammond, 
the celebrated New York physician. At the 
time of the fasting 1t was hinted by a few of 
the physicians who examined Tanner that he 
was controlled by a mesmerist. Soon after 
Dr. Tanner was quescioned. He would 
neither dery nor affirm the truth of the doc- 
tors’ suspicions. Developments seemed to 
point towards Dr. Hammond as the person 
who exercised the power, but he was 
as non-committal as the subject when 


the committee of the medical society ap- 


proached him. As years went by, however, 
Dr. Hammond’s lectures and writings con- 
firmed che charges, and now it is accepted 
by ull physicians that during those forty 
days Dr. Tanner was the negative subject of 
Dr. Hammond’s positive magnetism.”’ 

Can a subject be held tor so long a time!“ 
asked the reporter. 

“Easily. I can influence a man for seven- 
ty-two hours, although he is miles away. He 
will do my will as if he were my right 
arm. In fact. a subject has no will, no 
mental or physical power of his own, during 
that time. If, then, I can exercise power for 
seventy-two hours, why could not Dr. Ham- 
mond, visiting the fasting man every day, 
keep him completely under his control! 

MESMERIC POWER 

“To a person under mesmeric influence the 
will of the hypnotizer is absolute law. The 
subject can be mesmerized either physically 
or mentally. If physically, the entire system 
remains in & dormant state while the brain 
retains its own power as before. Tanner was 
subjected mentaliy and physically. When Dr. 
Hammond gave hima glass of water he made 
Tanner believe it was food, and having control 
of the physical man the stomach was dor- 
mant and demanded no sustenance. Can 
that be done? Why, I have demonstrated 
that fact before numberiess scientific asso- 
clations. But scientists don’t appreciate it, 
and I have ceased this sort of exhibitions. 
One of my last was at Peoria in 
this State three years ago. Before 
nearly ali the physicians there, members of 
the scientific association, and newspaper 
men, I took a reporter and giving him an 
empty glass made him think he was drink 
ing whisky. He soon became intoxicated, 
showing all the symptoms of drunkenness, 
and finally fell down in a stupor. I also 
made one of the doctors sew his nose, ears, 
and one hand together without the slightest 
pain and without the loss of a drop of blood. 
At the same time 1 made another 
man believe he was stone. Placing his 
head on one chair and his heels on another 
I told any one present to jump on the unsup- 
ported poruon of the body. A general pro- 
test was made, the physicians beleving that 
the man’s spine would be injured. aor 
two men acceded. They jumped with full 
weight on his stomach. There was not the 
least indentation of the flesh nor any per- 
ceptible bending of the body. The muscles 
were as rigid as it the man were made of 
iron. All these statements can be verified 
by addressing Ur. Steele, Stewart, or Boal, 
or any of the newspaper men of Peoria. 

IN SURGICAL OPERATIONS. 

“While in that city I was asked if my 
power to hypnotize could not be made use of 
by physicians generally, and especially in 
surgical operations. In reply I went with 
Dr. Thomas Mclivaine and others I have 
mentioned to the Cottage Hospital and mes- 
merized a man who but an hour before had 
been crushed at a distillery. His ribs, 
arms, and legs were broken and his 
skull was fractured. While under my 
influence the doctors extracted pieces of the 
skull, and amputatea some of the limbs. 
Nothing, however, could save the victim’s 
life, and he died soon afterward. The doc- 
tors knew he could not live, or perhaps they 
would have taken no chances with my un- 
tested influence. Asa result of this the phy- 
sicians invited me to remain in Peoria, guar- 
anteeing me a good practice if I would always 
hold myselt in readiness to aid them. They 
were some of the foremost physicians to ad- 
mit the good which mightresult from mesmer- 
izing. Dr. Hammond and Dr. Hamilton, the 
Surgeon General of the army, were far enough 
in advance of them, however. They have 
used the hypnotizer’s art for severai years in 
operations, but even these celebrated men 
have never dared to let the world know of 
the agency taey empioyed. I have given my 
accomplishment in aid of more than one sur- 
gical operation, but they were of a minor 
character. If it were publicly announced 
that this little understood influence were to 
be adopted, what a turmoil would be created. 
lt is one of the sciences which will be 
studied more in the future, and I predict 
that within the next quarter of a century 
it will be quite generaliy brought into use. 

IN RELATION TO CRIME. 

The only drawback has been the great pos- 
sibilities for the commission of crime, I 
have said that I can exercise complete power 
over a person for seventy-two hou al- 
though miles away from the subject. Sup- 
pose I should point out a man and tell the 
subject to follow him to a certain place and 
kill him. The subject would have no power 
to resist my commands. Or, he would com- 
mit robbery, forgery, or anything else, and 
have no recollection of what he had done. So 
great is this power that if I once subject a 
man I can bring him to me, years afterward 
from a great distance. The person cannot tell 
where he is going nor why, but he will come 
as surely as the earth revolves. He will 
have that unsatisfied longing that would 
compel him to come to me should I think 
constantly that I wanted that individual be- 
side me. He would come as if attracted by 
a magnet. Nothing could prevent him from 
reaching me. But, great as are the possi- 
bilities for Me commission of crime, the mes- 
meric power gives equal facilities for the 
detection of crime and the apprehension of 
criminals. 

“IT cannot subject every one, but I have 
the best average on record. I have subject- 
ed seventeen out of twenty-two. That is my 
best record. average is six out of ten. 
Every man can subjected. He is either a 
positive ora negative, and the latter must 
succumb to the former. Every one must be 
a negative to some one, and therefore any 
man can be subjected when he finds his posi- 
tive. As between blondes and brunettes, I 
have never noticed any difference that would 
lead to the theory that the dark-complex- 
ioned cannot be mesmerized.” 

WHAT DR. TANNER SAYS. 
Dr. Tanner is stopping temporarily in Chi- 
and was interviewed b 


under a mesmerist’s influence, but beca 
Dr. Hammond did everything to antagonize 


ing such prominent men to watch me con- 
stantiy that the world would be com 

to believe. The op nity came when Dr. 
Hammond declared Mollie Fanchen of 
Brooklyn, N. V., to be an impostor. She had 
lain ten weeks in a trance. Dr. Hammond 
offered her $1,000 to prove that she had not 
taken food during her ce by fasti 
thirty days. When she ted his offer wit 
silent contempt I info him I would act 
as her substitute and fast forty days. He 
paid noattention to me until I published the 
offer in the New xork papers. In this way 
I incurred his enmity. But I started in to 
fast and I succeeded. I was watched every 
moment by the most reputable members of 
the medical societies of New York, and 
I had my revenge by silencin the 
scoffers. Dr. Hammond did not give 
mesmerism his attention until the fol- 
lowing year. Spiritualists claimed 1 
was sustained by a spirit; now a mesmerist 
says Dr. Hammond did it. They might as 
well say the lock-jawed camel that has but 
recently broken a fast of ninety days was in- 
fluenced by a spirit or a mesmerist. Dr. 
Tanner and bis will power alone accom- 
plished forty days without food. When he 
got hungry he ate three-fourths of a pound 
of Tanner. He turned e¢annibal to devour 
himself. He banqueted with himself, on 
himself, consuming each day three-fourths of 
a pound of tissue, and the feast could have 
been kept up as long as re was any tissue 
to feed upon. The next time 1 go into the 
fasting business I'll make it 100 days and lay 
on as much fat as I cam before 1 begin, so 
that I will have plenty to feed myself.“ 

After conciuding this statement Dr. Tan- 
ner leaned back in bis chair and seemed lost 
in thought. His square jaw set itself firmly 
and his bright, deep-set blue eyes snapped 
with vim. The wrinkles made by a flabby 
skip shriveled through repeated starvation, 
the white hair and side whiskers, would 
have made the quiet little man look as if 
fully eighty years had passed him by were it 
not for the brightness of his eyes and quick- 
ness of motion.

A POINT FOR BRIDEWELL PRISONERS. 


They May Legally Obtain Their Freedom 
at Any Time. 

In discussing a recent habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding which resulted in the liberation of 
two prisoners who had been arrested on a 
charge of larceny without a warrant and 
held for several days before being brought 
into court, a Justice of the Peace said yes- 
terday that if the writ of habeas corpus 
were resorted to tnere is not a single prison- 
er sent to the bridewell by the police courts 
of this city but could obtain his freedom. 

How is that“ he was asked. 

“Fines imposed in police courts,” he re- 
plied, are in the nature of a judgment. and 
under the law an execution inst the body 
cannot issue until all other legal resources 
have been exhausted. There must first be a 
demand made for the goods and chattels of 
the defendant, and this demand must be 
made by a constable. There are no con- 
stables connected with the city police courts, 
consequently no demand is ever made, and 
ou that showing any bridewell prisoner could 
secure his release. Where a demand for the 
goods and chattels is made by aconstable and 
the defendant chooses to surrender personal 
property it is the duty of the constable 
to advertise and sell the same, collect the 
fine out of the proceeds and return the ex- 
cess, if there be any, to the defendant. 

Under the system in vogue then, if a man 
were fined $25 and tendered a watch worth 
$50 to be sold to pay his fine the sale could 
not be made and the man would have to go 
to the bridewell.”’ 

“That is about the way the thing stands. 
There should, in fact, be a constable for each 
police court.“ 

This seemed to be a curious state of 
things, and the reporter sought a lawyer 
well versed in criminal practice, and the law- 
yer’s opinion coincided with that of the Jus- 
tice of the Peace.

ADVOCATING THE ARTS THAT SOFTEN 
AND ENNOBLE LIFE, 


War Would Be Impassible, She Thinks, if 

Art’s Charms Were Universally Felt 

. Baseness of the Pursuit of Gain With- 

out Intellectual Culture—The Tenden- 

Cles of Modern Life Are at Once In- 
toxicating and Saddoning.

I hold that high and delicate tastes render 
low and gross ones unattractive. Love of 
art will not keep a man immaculate, but in 
nine cases out of ten it will make him turn 
aside from coarse temptations. The arts 
give an occupation to the mind which en- 
larges the sympathies and refines the percep- 
tions, and tends to keep them aloof from 
what is gross. The arts are essentially gen- 
tle; they have nothing of the srutalities of 
sport; the egotisms of science. The fierce 
crueities of physiological experiment are 
wholly alien to art; it lives by light, by peace, 
by sympatny, by loveliness. 

If all the world were penetrated with the 
charm of art war would have place on earth; 
to the man who is sensible of the harmonies 
of architecturé the warfare which woula 
burn Notre Dame like a straw-stack and shell 
Lincoln Cathedral as indifferently as a barrel 
must ever seem the most barbarous of the 
follies of humanity; and that the Louvre and 
the Vatican, and the Hermitage should be 
exposed to the perils of dynamite must ever 
appear as infamous, as deplorable, to those 
by whom the smile of the Gioconda and the 
Faun has been felt and the beauty of the 
Belvedere gods realized. Art is in its essen- 
tial essence merciful and kindly; the atmos- 
phere of it may be sometimes cold as moon- 
light is cold; but like the moonlight it is ac- 
companied by dews beneficent and refresh- 
ing to the world. 


ART’S INFLUENCE IN DAILY LIFE, 

There is a pure pleasure in beautiful lines 
and shapes which carries with it into daily 
life a sense of jov and of well-being. A milk 
jug shaped gracefully tends its own grace, 
like a flower, to the komeliest board on 
which it stands. Touse a well-made and 
symmetrical object is to the cultured sense a 
simpie but absolute form of enjoyment. The 
introduction of beautiful lines into common 
objects has become usual in the present day, 
though not yet universal as it was in Etruria 
and Greece; but it is still weighted with 
many deformities, and unhappily most of the 
usages and customs of modern life are such 
as to make beauty in them impossible. all 
the artistic effort in the world coula not 
make an umbrella beautiful, or a fork, or a 
boat, or an omnibus, or a railway staticn, or 
a factory chimney; if Phidias himself re- 
turned to earth he could do nothing with any 
of these. 

Before the necessity to disfigure the face 
of all countries with wire lines such as are 
demanded by telegraph and telephone com- 
panies the soul of an artist must faint with- 
in him; and there can be no question but 
that the appalling ugliness of the new forms 
of modern invention will fatally affect tne 
minds and the creations of coming genera: 
tions if in its development it does not cor- 
rect its hideovsness. As yet there does not 
seem much hope that it will do so; and the 
rivers turned into choking streams of grease, 
as of Chicago, and the whole round of 
human existence buri under an im- 
movable darkness of coal dust an 
coal smoke, as in Sheffleid and Manches 
ter, are at present the terrible conditions 
with which invention as opposed to art ac- 
companies. her diabolic ts to man. If 
the influences of art were in one-hundredth 
degree as widespread as they are benign the 
human race would refuse such conditions and 
would consider the material benefits of inven- | 
tion far too dearly purchased by the pollution

THE EFFECT OF COSTUME. 

As the great excellence of Greek sculpture 
was to be traced to the daily spectacle of the 
nude human figure, seen everywhere, in the 
baths, in the games, in the gardens, excellent 
in its strength, beautiful in its freedom, glori- 
ous in its simple and elastic forces, so the 
painting of the Middle Ages owed its great- 
ness to the beauty of color, of costume, of 
street life, of warlike bravery, of architect- 
ure, and of atmosphere which everywhere 
syrrounded and saturated the daily lives of 
the painters. There is a kinship amongst 
the arts which brings them all upon the 
threshold of the home in which one has been 
installed as divinity. 

Who can feel the architectural glories of 
Chartres or Lens, of Cologne or Canterbury, 
and not be touched by the roil of the organ 
and the voices of the choir?

Art does not repress it but refines it and 
keeps it in subordination to the desires and 
aspirations of the mind. 

SYMPATHY WITH INANIMATE THINGS. 

A great love of art createsa great com- 
panionship in inanimate things, a great inde- 

ndence of human sympathies, and a sense 
57 serenity such as mereiy physical pleasures 
cannot give. it 1s difficult to care w 
and intelligently for any one of the arts and 
remain wholly insensible to the others. Not 
idly were tne Muses symbolized as sisters 
and pictured as hand-in-hand encircling man. 
The arts have lost much of tneir elevating 
influence in modern times because they have 
been too closely associated to trades. Their 
tempies have been allowed too often to be- 
come mere workshops. Yet still the soften- 
ing and ennobiing effect of them dpon the 
human mind is great and their soothing 
charm can never be resisted by those on 
whom it has once cast its spell. The lovers 
of art may spend more upon it than they 
could afford, but it is better spent there than 
thrown away on low or frivoious pleasures.

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HOME OF GEN. HAYES AT FREMONT 
AND THE FAMOUS CHICKEN-COOP, 


..Quiet and Retired Country Life of the 
Only Living Ex-President of the United 
States—He Is Attending to Real Estate 
Interests and to His Herd of Mooded 
Cattle—Description of His Homestead 
and His Daily Routine of Life. 

Fremont, O., Feb. 15.— [Special.] —At pres- 
ent Rutherford B. Hayes of Fremont, ., 
enjoys whatever distincuon may reside in 
being the only living ex-President of the 

United States. After March 4, however, if 

the health of Mr. Cleveland continues in its 

present robust condition, Mr. Hayes will 
have to share the honors with that man of 
destiny. It is now settled that when Mr. 

Cleveland retires from office he will estab- 

lish his residence in New York. When Mr. 

Hayes withdrew from the White House he 

proceeded with scarcely any delay what- 

ever % his country home at Fremont, O., 

and there he has lived, interrupted by few 

excursions abroad, ever since that time. 

Fremont, it may be remarked, is a little town 

in Northwestern Ohio, with some 1,300 peo- 

ple in it, according to the most liberal esti- 
mates of its most enthusiastic inhabitants, 
and according to the railroad guide-book it 
has natural gas in great abundance, a public 
library. spring water-works, fine drainage, 
and water connections by means of the 

Sandusky River with the five great lakes. 

Its streets are finely shaded, there are sev- 

eral parks, and a number of large manu- 

factories. Altogether it is a thriving city. 

Notwithstanding the tempting character of 
these various attractions, it is scarcely aec- 
essary to say that Fremont is not overrun 
with strangers in search of éntertainment or 
instruction. The visitors who most common- 
ly step off the cars at the modest appearing 
rauroad station are either the members of 
strolling theatrical companies or commercial 
travelers bent on disposing of their wares. 

Having determined to make a pilgrimage 
to the famous chicken-coop, they start out 
full of good advice as to the manner of reach- 
ing their destination and what to do after 
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THE CHICKEN-COOP, 


they get there. The drummer or the player, 
as the case may be, walks a mile out 
of town to what Mr. Hayes, and, it 
is said, his uncle before him, has 
called Spiegel Grove. * of a th 
said to be the German equivalent for 
ghost, and the uncle of Mr. Hayes, who made 
him heir to this property, was of the opinion 
that the woods and the glades and the hol- 
lows and other picturesque rustic nooks in- 
cluded in the estate were haunted by spooks 
and spirits. The mile, of course, is speedily 
traversed, the rather unpretentious entrance 
to the grounds 1s reached, and following the 
winding road with due attention to the right 
and left turns mentioned by the landlord of 
the hotel, the famous chicken-coop finally 
looms up on the astonished vision of the vis- 
itor. 
Here it is, and no one will pretend to say 
on looking at it that it is entitied to anything 
like the notoriety which a whimsical fate has 
imposed on it. The whole affair, includin 
the stove, had cost Mr. Hayes about $17 
and at times when he had an unusuall 
large number of chickens on hand $300 wou 
probably represent the vaiue of the coop and 
its entire contents. 

An inguirer tried to determine whether or 
not Mr. Hayes had ever dealt with his fowls 
after a commercial fashion, and finally came 
to the conclusion that the story was manu- 
factured out of whole cloth, but that the ex- 
President would undoubtedly have gone into 
the business if there had been any money in 
it. He had a number of full-blooded birds to 
start with, but two or three dozen of com- 
monplace hens and roosters got in among 
them and the character of the more aristo- 
cratic elements was finally lost. From an- 
other source he learned that a local reporter 
on one of the weekly or monthly papers in 
Fremont had made a paragraph about the 
building of the chicken-coop in what was 
pertectly good faith, but the paragraph 
turned out to be of a kind known as uncon- 
sciousiy humorous. And as it happened at 
the time that the country had formed an es- 
timate of the character of the retiring Chief 
Magistrate which chimed in readily with 
their ideas of chicken-coops and the occupa- 
tion which such outbuildings furnish, vari- 
ous papers in other cities seized upon this 
modest and floating item and, ee it 
in various forms, gave it a pair of legs which 
carried it all over the country. 

Although the distinguished temperance 
orator and ex-President does not concern 
himself overmuch with blooded chickens, he 
does give attention to a fine herd of Alderney 
cattle, and he is so proud of the Alderney 
cream which they produce that samples of it 
are constantly traveling about the town, es- 
pecially at church fairs and festivais during 
the time of strawberries. But as far as can 
be learned the chief occupation of Mr. Hayes 
at present consists in attenaing to his real 
estate in Fremont, dividing it off into lots, 
and selling it at exceedingly good prices. 
As already mentioned, the estate of 
Speigel Grove, where his home is lo- 
cated, was bequeathed him by Sardis 
Birchard, a wealthy uncle, who adopted 
Mr. Hayes when a boy and reared and edu- 
cated him. Besides the homestead, he be- 
queathed him a large tract of land within a 
short distance of the town. Mr. Birchard 
was not only a large real-estate owner in 
Fremont, but started a banking firm there 
which achieved wealth and position, and was 
known as Birchard, Miller & The firm 
finally grew into the First National Bank of 
Fremont, and is now accepted as a financial- 
ly solid institution, with A. H. Miller as cash- 
ier. Of course Mr. Hayes is accounted com- 
fortably rich by his townspeople, but what 
his income is they do not pretend to know. 
In point of worldly possessions he is reck- 
oned about third in the town. 

The ex-President probably spends about 
nine months out of the twelve at his home. 
He usually comes on to New York about 
twice a year to attend meetings of the John 
F. Slater Fund, whereof he is President, and 
of the Peabody Fund A won, of which 
he is one of the trustees. Then, since the 
death of Gen. Sheridan, Gen. Hayes has been 
Commander of the Loyal Legion Command- 
ery of the United States. is con- 
venes at Philadelphia every four years dur- 
ing October, but the officers of the Ohio Di- 
vision meet eight times a year in Cincinnati, 
and Gen. Hayes is nearly always there. Out- 
side of these calls from home Mr. and Mrs. 
Hayes frequently take trips to Toledo, O., 
where Birchard, a married son, resides, and 
occasionally to Cleveland, O., ere “Webb

A large and spacious drawing-room opens 
off the hall to the right, which is handsomely 
furnished and full of reminders of the Hayes 
Administration at Washington. There is a 
life-size oil painting of Gen. Hayes, painted 
by Brown, the artist, representing him stand- 
ing as if about to addressan audience. Op- 
posite to it is one of Mrs. Hayes, by the artist 
Stewart, representing her in full evening 
dress, and is an exceedingly likeness. 
Near it hangs the picture of Mrs. Hayes’ 
mother, and further along a picture ot a sis- 
ter of Mr. Hayes. There are several book- 
cases in the room, and in one of these thére 
is a large photograph of Mr. Hayes recently 
taken in Columbus, O. A double doorway 
leads into the library, which contains several 
thousand volumes, nearly allof them stand- 
ard works. Besides these there are several 
thousand books stowed away in the attic, 
which he does not need in his library for 
reference, but which are so arranged that 
they can be got at readily if necessary. 

Mr. Hayes usually goes to bed about 10 
o'clock and rises at 7 in the morning. He 
spends the morning hours about his place, 
giving directions to the servants and work- 
people, and usually walks down into the 
town on some business or other. Dinner is 
served at 1 ween usually there are one 
or more guests. e afternoon is spent in 
reading and in walking about the place. Tea 
is served at 6 o’cluck, and an evening drive 
usually follows, especially in the warm 
weather. Hespends Sunday in the same 
way, except that the whole family drives to 
church at 10:30 o’clock and home again at 
noon. The horses are put up then and are 
not brought out again Sunday except for 
some especial reason. The Hayes family sel- 
dom go to church in the evening. Mr. es 
occupies the third pew from the pulpit on the 
right, and always gives his undivided atten- 
tion to the sermon.

MUSICAL WORKS OF GREAT VALUE. 


Volumes in the Possession of the Newberry 
Library — Notes. 

The Newberry Library some time ago pur- 
chased the entire musical portion of a library 
belonging to Count Pio Resse of Florence, 
Italy, containing many rare musical works. 
The books recently arrived and have been 
catalogued and placed on the shelves, 
so that they are now ready to be used for 
reference by those interested in the subjects 
of which they treat. The collection proves 
to possess even greater value than was in- 
ferred from the catalogue by which they 
were originally ordered, and they conclu- 
sively demonstrate that the Count was a 
man of taste and excellent powers of dis- 
crimination. The books have not been 
chosen hap-hazard, as is too often tne case 
with coilections of rare works, but with a 
definite purpose in view covering so far as 
possible important periods in Italian and oth- 
er musical history. 3 

The gem of the collection is the copy of 
Jacopo Peri’s opera, Euridice.“ the first 
real opera ever given in public. This copy, 
as already stated in Taz Trisunz, belongs to 
the first edition published in Florence ia 
1600, an edition which has so compietely dis- 
appeared that only one other copy is known 
to be in existence. The copy acꝗ by the 
Newberry Library is alone worth as much as 
the price demanded for the entire collection, 
and itis surprising that the authorities of 
the British Museum—which bas only a copy of 
the second edition—should have failed se- 
curing it. The copy is bound in parchment 
and is in admirable condition, the corners of 
the pages retaining their original sharpness, 
proving conclusively that it never been 
used. Not a leaf shows any sign of wear, not 
even the turning of the edges. Accompany- 
ing the score is a copy of the libretto. This 
was somewhat soiled and spotted, but has 
been skillfully restored and the stains re- 
moved — in any way injuring the paper 
or prin 

Another choice book is a collection of 
manuscript composition for an alto voice

But the collection does not consist wholly 
of Italian works. While it is especially rich 
in that department, it also embraces many 
French and German books on musical sub- 
jects, coming down to recent times and in- 
cluding writings by Wagner and Liszt. The 
greatest value and interest, however, at- 
taches to the Italian portion of tne lhbrary 
as dealing with Italian musical history and 
furnishing the student with materials which 
wouki be otherwise wholly inaccessible. 

Tne library has been further enriched of 
late by the pr Mes of all of Wagner’s 
operas except Parsifal in both pianoforte 
arrangements and orchestral scores, besides 
many other modern works. The books al- 
ready purchased will form but the nucleus of 
the proposed musicai department, but they 
have been carefully selected, and with the 
Resse library form probably the most im- 
portant coilection 
none other can surpass it in respect of rare 
ancient works. : 

How Waguer Withdrew “ Tanunhauser.” 

The following letter which has been ad- 


dressed to the New York Herald is of great 
historic interest: 


So much has been written about the French 
version of the “ Tannhiuser’”’ that it may be in- 
teresting to read the following letter written by 
Richard Wagner in 1861, which I have in my pos- 
session. 

The said letter was addressed to the Direc- 
teur de 1 Académie Impériale, à Paris, who was 
at the time, I think, M. Emile Perrin. 


„Eb. BRANDUS. 

New YORK, Feb. 4, 1889. * 

2 is a translation of the document: 

“ M. le Directeur: The hostility shown tqward 
Tannhäuser proves to me how right you" were 
when, at the outset of this affair, you made your 
observations on the absence of the ballet and the 
other — conventionalities to which the opera 
subscribers are accustomed. 

“I regret that the nature of my work should 
have prevented my complying with these exigen- 
cies. 

Now that the vivacity of the opposition to- 
ward me does not even allow those of the spec- 
tators who might wish to hear it to give the work 
the attention necessary to its appreciation, the 
only honorable course open to me is to with- 

w it. 

I beg you to make this decision known to his 

Excellency the Minister of State. Receive, etc., 
“RICHARD WAGNER. 
* PARIS, 25th March, 1861. 


The Gewandhaus Orchestra. 


An occasional correspondent of the New 


York Tribune says of the famous Gewand- 
haus orchestra: “Of fire and passion and 
‘Schwung,’ of elasticity and freedom of 
tempo, even of such matters as fine phrasing 
and decisive and accurate attacks, one hears 
nothing at all in the Gewandhaus orchestra. 
It is rarely lucid, rarely sympathetic in its 
tone quality, and apparently never can reach 
a true pianissimo. The grand motherly face 
of Reinecke—‘ Herr Professor Kapellmeister 
Doctor Reinecke,’ as he is upon the Gewand- 
haus programs—beams upon the half dozen 
aged directors of the society; sitting among 
the entire wealth and fashion of Leipsic in 
their unpurchasable seats, each a prized fam- 
ily ‘heirloom, and all are convinced that such 
music and such culture never existed outside 
of Leipsic.”’ 

There is no doubt that the above strictures 
are just, for the Gewandhaus orches- 
tra has been for many years a thoroughly 
non-progressive institution which has been 

in the course of modern musical prog- 
ress, and fondiy clings to the art of olden 
time, almost oblivious of the fact that any- 
thing of importance has been created since 
the days of Mendelssohn and Schumann ex- 
cept works in the old style. It was only re- 
cen that Wagner's Faust ’’ overture was 
heard for the first time in the Gewandhaus, 
where no doubt it suffered much at the 
hands of a conductor so wanting in apprecia- 
tion of the modern school.

BLOOM AT THE CONSERVATORY. 


Manner of Drilling the Young Novices in 
Stage Artand Making Them Accustomed 
to the Foutlights—A Serious Business 
That Admits of No Frivolity—A Re- 
hearsal with Its Various Troubles De- 
scribed in Detail. 


The many who have attended the monthly 
complimenivary matinées given at the Chi- 
cago Opera-House by the pupils of the Con- 
servatory may be interested in knowing how 
the young novices arrive at the smoothness 
of effect noticeable in their performances. 
The process of training them is not an 
easy one. 

The elements of the education of young 
actresses are two: (1) Delsarte; (2) stage 
practice. In an annex of the Conservatory 
—known as the “professional department” 
—these two principles are applied to budding 
talent. 

The Delsartean department, conducted by 
Miss Anna Morgan, has already been de- 
scribed. It teaches a number of poses. 
Would you depict Agony? Then you must 
look like Niobe, all tears. Would you portray 
Boasting? Then you must look like Falstaff. 
Would you embody Cunning? Then you 
must look like Iago. 

Ot course,“ says Mr. Kayzer, these atti- 
tudes are merely elementary. As soon as a 
girl has mastered them she passes into the 
class of stage performance. You will notice 
that all our departments merely feed this 
class. Our pupils learn music; that gives 
them the qualities of ear essential to an 
actress. They learn fencing; that gives 
them grace and suppleness of bearing. They 
learn dancing; that fits them for spectacular 
pieces, Shakspearean or otherwise. Then 
Mr. Stapleton takes them in hand and rounds 
off their education.“ 

Mr. John Stapleton, a modest young man, 
slight in figure, quick in bearing, sits in the 
fencing-room, a litter of foils lying around 
him. fore him is a row of chairs. Five 
pupils are engaged in rehearsing. The large- 
eyed young brunette near the platform is 

iss Grace Hayward. Next to her is the 
golden-haired Miss Olive May. At the back 
of the room, supposed to be at a window, 
stands Miss Edith Fassette. Seated at a 
table beyond her is Mr. Richard J. Ferris, 
whose hair is of the hue that Mr. Nat Good- 
win has popularized and whfose face is decid- 
edly Goodwinesque. At the extreme left is 
Mr. C. B. Hall, short and plump. 

„ Inese,“ said Mr. Stapleton, “ will give 
you an idea of our rehearsals. They are 
playing ‘Sunset,’ a comedietta with a touch 
of pathos, which we gave at the last public 
performance of the Conservatory.“ | 

Are these public performances useful?’ 

“Uncommonly. They show the world just 
what we are doing. What is more, they give 
the pupils a feeling of confidence, and train 
them to face the footlichts.“ 

Po you think that training can take the 
place of genius! 

“No, I don't. A girl with the spark of 
genius shows it in an instant and quickly 
gets ahead of those who lack it. But even in 
the latter we develop powers that nobody 
would suspect.”’

THEATRICAL MATTERS IN NEW YORK. 


“An International Match” at Daly’s and 
Other Events of Interest. 

New York, Feb. 15.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. |—The new play at Daly’s—‘‘ An Inter- 
national Match’’—strikes a more delicate 
note of pure comedy than the farcical * Lot- 
tery of Love.“ It is an adaptation from the 
German, and its incidents are difficult to 
naturalize; in fact, they are not yet entirely 
consistent with the probabilities of life on 
The introduction 
ot a number of titled Englishmen supplies 
the international element, and carries off in 
a measure the improbabilities of the action; 
but in spite of this some of its phases are a 


! strain to the American imagination. 


The plot is simple enough. Clive, Lord 
Ravenstoke, a young Briton traveling in 
America, is dependent on the tender mercies 
of his uncle, the Duke of Portsmouth, who 
desires his nephew to woo and wed one Lady 
Guinevere in England. The Duke deputes 
Sir John Smith-Chumley to find the wander- 
ing. idle youth and send him home to love 
and duty. But Sir John, while firmly con- 
vinced of his own diplomatic shrewdness, 
bungles sadly in bis commission, actually 
employing Lord Ravenstoke himself, who is 
masquerading as his own friend, Tom Middle- 
view, a portrait painter, to hunt himself up 
and deliver himself over to the astute 
Baronet. Doris Smith, a fascinating, un- 
sophisticated country girl, the American 
niece of the Baronet, is the cause of his mis- 
take about Ravenstoke. At the New York 
residence of her aunt, Mrs. Merriday, Doris 
meets the wandering lordling, and, knowing 
nothing of his true character, she greets him 
with effusion as Mr. Middleview, a guileful 
artist who had made love to her in the coun- 
try last summer, and whose idlest words 
are deeply imprinted in her memory. My 
lord seems to have forgotten them, but be is 
man enough to improve his opportunities 
more seriously this time, and falls desperately 
in love with the charming Doris. With the 
connivance of Mrs. Merriday the match is 
arranged under the diplomatic Sir John’s 
eyes; and the Duke of Portsmouth, who ap- 
pears on the scene at last, is won over by the 
fair Doris and by her assurance that y 
Guinevere, who proves ra*her unaccountably 
to be an old friend of Doris, is ir love not 
with the Duke’s nephew but with himself. 

Miss Ada Rehan gives a charming bit of 
work in the ingénue as Doris. Her simple- 
hearted repetition to the supposed Middleview 
of the Byronical confidences he had poured in 
her ear the summer before—his wailings 
over the misery of his lot and ardent need 
of teminine comfort—this was most in- 
nocently done. Another touch of the same 
kind is the way she receives his wooing—her 
plaintive cries to her aunt to leave her writ- 


ing and join them when the daring man 


makes a sweet speech or seizes her hand. 
This guileless shyness is, perhaps, more cred- 
ible of German than of American maiden- 
hood, but Miss Doris, it must be remembered, 


is an unsophisticated couatry girl, in spite of | 


the wonderful gowns which do their share 
toward making her one of the most ravishing 
creatures mortal eye can find nowadays. 

Mr. John Drew finds in Lord Ravenstoke a 
character admirably in his range. Indolent 
and careless and fond of a littie dramatic 
amusement with innocent country girls 
he develops, under the influences of one 
of them, into something more sterling. Mr. 
Wheatleigh as the knowing Sir John hardly 
conveys to us the unctuous and imposing 
self-conceit of the man. It would seem as 
though Mr. Fisher would have done better 
with the role; we had too little of him as the 
Duke. Mrs. Gilbert as Mrs. Merriday, the 
sociable middle-aged widow who acts the 
part of Providence in the comedy, is as ad- 
mirable as she alwaysis. And the eccentric 
bachelor whose wavering affections she 
finally captures is Mr. Lewis at his best. There 
isone amusing scene where this Quincey 
Caramel, being on the brink of his proposal 
to the widow, rehearses it to an empty arm- 
chair, only to be interrupted by her entrance 
ust as he is passionately kissing the tassel. 

he declaration which tollows falls to a 
cruelly commonplace level, remote from the 
poetic hights the rehearsal had soared to. 
The four acts of the play are set 
to a single scene, asumptuous modern in- 
terior in which the hand of the upholsterer 
is perhaps too apparent, ana that of the artist 
not enough so—for Mr. Daly’s high stand - 
ards have made us critical. Portières are no 
longer loo and folded and fringed in this 
icily regu fashion, and those ponderous 
matched vases on the mantel ought to be re- 
arranged by some feminine hand. The 
coior-scheme also might be toned more har- 
moniously to a softer key.

The ceremony 
continued with much repetition and para- 
phrasing of the above, and closed at last 
with an informality that was almost gro- 
tesque. Without any apparent announce. 
ment the priest walked to a bale of goods at 
one side, took off a false gray beard 
and his huge headdress, and, step- 
ping out of his gown, donned a Derby 
bat and a black frock coat. He lighted a 
cigarette and strolled to the front of the 
store, whereunto the reporter in all apparent 
innocence had retreated. The other cele- 
brants in that strange liturgy calmly fol- 
lowed their leader’s steps, none other ap- 
pearing, however, in the severely Ameri- 


canized garb of the priest. All wore the
